This Week in 
Washington

Fuel Adjustment 
For the third year, Senator Lee 
Metcalf of Montana and I asked 
the Library of Congress to sur- 
vey, state utility commissions to 
see how the fuel . adjustment 
clause has affected the cost of 
electricity and natural gas, 

The survey, completed last week, 
tkows that in the years 1974 to 
1976, witility bills nation-zwide in- 
creased by $27 billion because of 
these automatic adjustments—an 
average of $380 per household. 

The fuel adjustment clause, 
which had been used in some 
areas for many years to allow el- 
ectric and gas companies to ad- 
just their rates automatically to

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BOOK REVIEW : 

A book that appeared last year 
-which may be of some interest 
to Bethel readers is George Mar- 
tin’s biography of Frances Per- 
kins, “Madam Secretary” (Boston; 
Houghton Mifflin Company, 1976. 
Martin has employed all available 
sources in producing this weil- 
written, tightiy organized study of 
Asmerica’s first woman. cabinet 


Frances Perkins was the daugh- 
ter of Susie Bean Perkins, a na- 
tive of Bethel and the niece of 
one of West Bethel’s leading citi- 
gens.A, 8, Bean, Born Fannie Co- 
ralie Perkins in Boston April 10, 
1880 (uct 1882 as. is often cited). 
she graduated from Mount Hol- 
yoke in 1902 and taught school for 
a few years, later serving as a 
social, worker for the Episcopal 
church. After a period with Jane 
Addams of Hull House in Chicago, 
she studied at the Wharton School 
of Finance and .Commeérce, Uni- 
versity of Pennsylvania and earn- 
ed an M. A. in Social Welfare from 
Columbia. Following this, she 
served in various public and pri- 
vate capacities in New York State, 
attempting to improve social con- 
ditions, particularly the working 


_ standards for women and children’ 


in industrial plants. . 

:-Her effonts met with such great 
success in this field: that she was 
appointed by Governor. Alfred: E. 
missioner under Smith’s suécessor, 
Commission. She continued ia ‘this. 
capacity and as Industrial Com- 
missioner under Smith’s sucessor, 
Franklin Roosevelt. In 1938, 
Roosevelt named her the first wo- 
man to serve in thé Cabinet and 
she continued in that position un- 
til June 1945. President Truman 
appointed her to, the Civil Service 


Commissict. in 1946 and she re- - 


mained there until 1953. Her last 
years were spent as.a college lec- 
turer, particularly at Cornell, An 
old friend of: Rooseyelt’s, she 
wrote what has been considered 
the most perceptive analysis of 
the President by one of his inner 
circle, “The Roosevelt I Knew,” 
published in 1946. She died in 
New York in 1965 and is buried 
in the Perkins family plot in her 
beloved town of Newcastle, Maine. 

Perkins’ ideas on social legisla. 
tion were as advanced as her life- 
style. Hers was a constant struggle 
to maintain the authority of a 
woman in what had been a man’s 
-domain. But her boundless ener- 
gy, quick mind, and rare political 
judgement were more than a 
match for many of her contempo- 
raries, Frances Perkins was mar- 
ried to Paul Wilson and was the 
mother of a daughter Susannah 
but insisted throughout her career 
(sometimes at considerable effort) 
on being addressed as “Miss Per-' 
kins” and signing official docu- 
ments: as Frances. Perkins (she 
dropped the Fannie in her twen- 
ties), Much of the furor. over the 
controversial aspects of the New 
Deal was focused upon her bit 
she inevitably seemed unpérturb- 
ed by it, even during the organ- 
ized hate campaigns against her, 
Her relationship with . Roosevelt 
was a unique one. She belleved 
that she alone understood him and 
did hot allow his often deceptive 
qualities to deceive her as she 
advocated one piece of advanced 
social legislation after another
